Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Elliott  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  vou  this  my  twenty-seventh 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors 
during  1947. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  proceeded  in  the  usual  quiet 
manner.  There  is  complete  understanding  amongst  the  staff, 
including  the  manuel  workers,  and  to  the  latter  thanks  are  expressed 
for  their  services  during  the  year.  Each  day  starts  with  a smile 
from  everyone.  Detailed  particulars  are  given  in  connection  with 
the  different  duties  for  which  the  department  is  responsible. 

The  year  passed  without  any  serious  outbreak  of  any  kind,  but 
all  the  time  visits  and  inspections  are  being  made  to  safeguard  the 
health  of  the  community  either  by  preventing  the  sale  of  unsound 
food  or  having  work  carried  out  which  in  so  many  ways  affect  the 
health  of  the  individual. 

The  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  factories 
where  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  workers  (the  direct  concern  of 
the  department)  is  so  often  accepted  without  bearing  in  mind  that 
the  contentment  of  a worker  is  reflected  on  the  output.  It  is 
impossible  to  get  full  efficiency  with  a staff  unprovided  with  amenities 
which  are  expected. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  was  4.107.  Complaints  numbered 
149,  all  of  which  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  Nuisances  were 
abated  at  142  premises. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  was  27,314,  which  was  2.160 
less  than  last  year.  Over  70  tons  of  meat  condemned  at  the  public 
abattoir,  2 tons  more  than  in  1946.  The  number  of  casualty  carcases 
inspected  was  3,378,  made  up  of  480  Beasts,  399  Calves.  2,609  Sheep 
and  90  Pigs.  The  percentage  of  animals  affected  with  Tuberculosis 
was  slightly  less  than  last  year. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  only  one  statutory  notice. 

Two  samples  of  town  water  showed  coli-aerogenes  organisms 
per  100  ml.,  2 in  one  case  and  nil  in  the  other. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Coope  for  his  unfailing 
devotion  to  the  work  of  the  department.  He  continues  to  carry  out 
his  duties  in  a very  efficient  manner. 

For  the  fourth  year  it  is  a pleasure  to  express  appreciation  of  the 
services  rendered  by  Miss  Bolt.  She  contributes  materially  to  the 
smooth  administration  of  the  office. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

We  have  three  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Frieghters.  No.  I was 
purchased  16  years  ago  and  is  now  used  on  special  occasions  and  when 
repairs  are  necessary  to  the  other  vehicles  — miles  travelled  75,469. 
No.  2 has  been  in  service  for  12  years  and  is  engaged  exclusively  on 
house  refuse  collection  -miles  travelled  66,254.  No.  3 has  been  in 
use  for  1 year  5 months  and  is  used  for  collecting  all  Trade  refuse 
and  some  House  refuse  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  all  day  on 
Fridays — miles  travelled  5,788. 

All  figures  in  connection  with  this  service  are  for  twelve  months 
ended  March,  1948. 

The  approximate  amounts  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year 
are  as  follows  : — 

House  Refuse.  3,815  tons.  Trade  Refuse,  769  tons. 

3,271  bins  of  slaughter-house  offal  were  removed — approximate 
weight  160  tons. 

About  i'7cwts.  of  House  Refuse  collected  from  each  house  peryear.

During  the  year  a leaflet  was  delivered  to  every  house  pointing 
out  the  importance  of  saving  every  scrap  of  waste  paper  and  card- 
board and  stating  that  at  least  4 tons  each  month  were  thrown  away 
in  dust  bins  in  Barnstaple.  The  first  response  was  very  encouraging 
but  many  paid  no  attention  whatever.  I visited  a few  houses  where 
the  leaflet  had  failed  to  impress  and  found  the  housewives  quite  will- 
ing to  respond  to  the  personal  contact.  If  the  right  person  could  be 
found  to  make  a house  to  house  visit  the  result  would  be  an  increase 
of  at  least  4 tons  of  waste  paper  per  month. 

The  importance  of  a proper  receptacle  for  house  refuse  and  the 
proper  use  and  care  of  same  was  not  yet  appreciated  by  all.  Only  a 
strong  galvanised  dust  bin  is  suitable  and  a convenient  size  is 
17  x 15  x 22  and  weight  23  lbs. 

It  would  appear  that  only  when  a local  authority  provide  a 
standard  bin  will  this  important  health  matter  be  satisfactory.

In  addition  to  the  above  22  samples  of  milk  were  analysed  at 
the  office. 

The  genuine  samples  showed  an  average  percentage  of  fat  of 
3‘96%,  and  non  fatty  solids  8-94%. 

Sample  No.  796  was  purchased  from  a retailer  non  producer  and 
on  analysis  showed  fat  2-88%,  non  fatty  solids  6-37% — added  water 
not  less  than  25%. 

It  was  decided  to  take  a sample  in  course  of  delivery  but  un- 
fortunately on  the  particular  morning  the  milk  was  in  the  possession 
of  the  retailer  earlier  than  was  anticipated. 

An  informal  sample  was  taken  from  each  of  the  four  churns 
delivered  and  analysed  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors.  All  were  found 
to  be  above  the  minimum  of  8 5%  non  fatty  solids. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  taken  and  a conviction  obtained.  bine 
of  £2  imposed  and  analyst’s  fee. 

One  sample  of  Cherkins  contained  not  more  than  07%  acetic  acid, 
whereas  the  amount  should  be  2'5%.  Stocks  were  withdrawn  from 
sale  and  warning  given. 

Sample  of  Peach  Jam  was  found  to  be  contaminated  with  iron 
and  tin — iron  440  parts  per  million,  tin  480  parts  per  million. 

Sample  of  Melon  and  Ginger  Jam  was  contaminated  with  iron  and 
tin — iron  660  parts  per  million,  tin  480  parts  per  million. 

The  Public  Analyst  stated  that  this  quantity  of  tin  is  equivalent 
to  3^  grains  per  lb.  and  is  more  than  should  be  tolerated.  The 
accepted  tolerance  tor  contamination  with  tin  is  2 grains  per  lb. 
The  blowing  of  the  cans  was  due  to  the  generation  of  hydrogen. 

27  tins  of  the  Jam  were  condemned. 


Ice  Cream. 

The  principles  underlying  the  bacteriological  examination  and 
grading  of  Ice  Cream  are  similar  to  those  of  milk.  A direct  search 
for  pathogenic  organisms  is  only  carried  out  when  there  is  ground 
for  suspicion.  The  methvlene  blue  reduction  test  is  used  and  is 
considered  as  the  simplest  and  most  practical  single  test  for  the 
routine  grading  of  Ice  Cream.  It  is,  however,  for  the  present,  used 
only  as  a tentative  method  of  grading  Ice  Cream  and  not  as  a legal 
standard  with  which  statutory  compliance  is  demanded.  The  quality 
of  Ice  Cream  from  any  vendor  should  not  be  assessed  on  the  basis  of 
a single  sample.  The  number  of  samples  in  Grade  4 was  more  than 
expected.  Every  help  was  given  to  producers  to  find  the  cause  and 
it  is  hoped  that  in  future  better  results  will  be  obtained. 


Cream  (9  Different  Producers). 
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Housing. 

Owing  to  the  great  amount  of  time  spent  by  the  department  on 
interviewing  applicants  for  Council  houses,  the  work  entailed  in 
recording  the  circumstances  of  individual  cases,  and  the  preparation 
of  lists  of  families  for  the  consideration  of  the  Housing  Committee  it 
became  necessary  to  have  a housing  clerk  who  would  devote  full  time 
to  this  work.  Mr.  G.  Shaddick,  who  had  been  employed  in  the 
Borough  Treasurer’s  Department,  was  appointed  and  transferred  to 
the  Health  Department.  The  duties  entrusted  to  him  were  performed 
faithfully  and  well.  Each  applicant  was  invited  to  fill  in  a new  form 
and  these  were  properly  checked  and  tabulated.  The  Council  «et 
about  the  task  of  building  houses  with  great  enthusiasm.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  prefabricated  concrete  houses  erected  at  the  Woodville 
Estate  outside  the  Borough,  viz.,  54,  were  occupied  at  a rental  of  15/- 
per  week  plus  the  rural  district  rate.  36  new  houses  at  Lethaby  Road 
and  Belmont  Road  were  completed  and  tenanted,  the  rent  being  13/- 
plus  the  borough  rate.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  houses  built 
by  and  for  the  Toum  Council  in  any  one  year  for  over  30  years. 
Only  the  restrictions  by  the  Government  Departments  prevented 
the  Council  from  building  at  the  desired  rate.
